Washington, Dec. 31.—Eugene V 


Debs, the Socialist leader, was grant- 
ed his freedom from Atlanta federal 
penitentiary oi» Christmas by Presi- 
dent Harding solely as "an act of 
grace;" his violation of the espiona; 
act remains unforgiven by the gov- 
ernment. This was disclosed Friday 
night by Attorney-General Daughcrty 
who made public the text 
of 
his 


recommendations to the president in 
the Debs case. 


In considering 
the 
matter, 
Mr. 


Daugherty stated he had given Debs 
the privilege of discussing his case 
with the attorney-general personally 
because of his position as a leader In 
his line of thought "with the desire 
to give the subject, which affects 
many others a? well, the fairest pos- 
sible consideration." 


EXAMPLES TO OTHERS. 


In dealing with pardon cases, he 


continued, the object to bo accom- 
plished by imprisonment, the protocc- 
tion of society, must be taken into 
account, and where a reasonable pun- 
ishment necessary for an example to 
others is accomplished, there is no 
justification for 
further 
imprison- 


ment. In the particular case of Debs, 
he added, there was a danger that his 
prolonged imprisonment would have 
an injurious effect on a large number 
of people who would regard it as un- 
justifiable and rather 
than 
being 


beneficial to society it might operate 
as an example of harshness.

PENROSE CONDITION 


ABOUT THE SAME

HILE the present world situation still carries an abundance of 
uncertainties, the probability is that the worst o£ the depression 
is past and that a gradual recovery in business has begun. Such 


a conclusion is justified on both theoretical and empirical grounds. 


Rehearsing the sequence o£ events in the typical business cycle, it 


will be recalled that after a crisis has been bred of inflated costs and 
high money rates, the first sign of a break comes in the stock market. 
The next striking development is a decline in commodity prices to be 
followed in turn by a slackening in the rate of business activity and 
depression. Still later in the cycle, money rates begin to fall. The first 
sign of revival, then, comes as a rally in security prices, 


START REVIVAL. 


In the present instance the indications are that the latter stage has 


been reached. 
November, 1919, saw the beginning of liquidation in the 


stock market. 1920 was the year of falling commodity prices. 1921 has 
been the year of falling money sates. The autumn of the past year, 
furthermore, saw a modest but distinct improvement in the volume of 
industrial production, and the last months of the year witnessed sub- 
stantial recoveries in security prices. 


Leaving the cycle theory out of the question, it is apparent that 


business conditions are now on a much more workable basis. Commodity 
prices have gained a very fair measure of stability. "Distress" selling of 
commodities is generally at an end 
Further recessions in commodity 


prices are likely to reflect lower production costs as a result of wage re- 
ductions and lower transportation costs. As such they will be less rapid 
and more calculable. They will create nothing like the uncertainty at- 
tending the earlier declines. 
Stocks of commodities are very consider- 


ably reduced and several basic industries show trustworthy signs of 
having turned the corner. 


BANKING IMPROVES. 


A major improvement in banking conditions is another encouraging 


factor. A vast volume of frozen credits has been liquidated. 


Actual betterments in industry are numerous. 
Steel making touch- 


ed the'depth o£ its depression last July, has rallied substantially, and is 
holding its gains well through the normally dull winter season. Textile 
mills have operated at a remarkably satisfactory rate, and their takings 
of cotton and wool have increased consistently. Cotton growers profited 
by a strong rise in values during the fall, ami the oil industry shows a 
healthy recovery from an overdone price deflation. 
" 


RECOVERY RETARDED. 


I£ business, then, has turned the corner, the question remains as to 


the probable speed of the recovery. 
Several powerful brakes to the 


movement must be admitted. The dislocation of world business has been 
huge, representing the 
uidation not only of a violent post-armistice 


speculation, but the inflation of four years of world war. Europe's eco- 
nomic loss was enormous, and the purchasing power destroyed cannot be 
restored in a day. 
• 
,, 


Similarly, domestic recovery is retarded by the seriously crippled 


purchasing power in the agricultural districts. This year's crop was mort- 
gaged before it went into the ground. It has been, furthermore, a serious 
disappointment, both as to yield and the prices obtained. As a result, at 
least another crop is needed to get the farmer out of debt. 
With the 


prices of his products far below those of the articles he must buy, it is a 
foregone conclusion that his purchases will be limited to strict necessi- 
ties. A strong rally in farm products would, of course, help the situa- 
tion greatly, but there is no particular reason for anticipating such a 
rally. Agricultural buying, therefore, probably will be only moderately 
improved. 


IN EUROPE. 


Turning to Europe, the past year has seen the greatest disparity in 


the progress made by the different countries. 
It is perhaps not without 


significance, however, that the principal exchanges recorded substantial 
net gains on the year. Such questions as German reparations, a stable 
basis for the impoverished countries, and the interallied debts now dom- 
inate the situation. With these issues at a critical stage it might seem 
that Europe's progress, or lack of progress, is discouraging. 
Such a 


view would be, however, a superficial one. Conditions on the Continent 
really have improved materially since the armistice. 
Actual warfare 


is dying out, Political and economic problems are decidedly closer to 
rational treatment and rational solutions. 
Europe" has 
steadied 
and 


strengthened herself socially and politically. 
The time is now ripe for 


the introduction of financial reforms, 
The important thing is that the 


will to solve the pressing financial and economic problems is at hand. 


We may conclude, therefore, that the worst is past and that recov- 


ery is under way. 
Improvement is likely to be gradual, and seasonal 


trends probably will stand out. 
For the coming year cheaper money 


rather than pronouncedly better trade seems to be on the cards. Fur- 
ther moderate readjustments may be expected in production costs and 
prices, and margins of profit will be moderate. An increasing number 
of businesses should, however, be able to operate at a profit.

"While It 
is possible there may be an overpro- 
duction of wheat within a few years, 
It is not likely, In view of the uni- 
ersal use of wheat and Its high value 
as human food. "Wheat 
is a better 


balanced food than corn and is like- 
ly to meet a better demand than corn 
under a heavy production. 


SOW IT EARLY. 


An essential requirement In grow- 


ing spring wheat is to get It sown 
early, it is well understood that win- 
ter wheat does not 
produce 
much 


grain if sown In the spring, as It 
must go through a winter resting 
period in the ground. Spring wheat 
evidently Is related to winter wheat 
and It docs rot forget the relation- 
ship; as It tr.o, must pass a part of 
th« dormant ^tage In the ground, for 
It to §rivc the best 
results. If not 


sown before the growing season ar- 
rives it will not do its best In pro- 
ducing gram. 


Spring wheat may 
be sown anv 


time after the 
middle 
of Januar- 


wlth but little risk, when the ground 
will permit the seed to be covered. It 
may be drilled or it may be broad- 
casted and covered by disking—arj' 
method of seeding may bo used which 
will give an even distribution of the 
seed and get It covered with earth. 
If not covered the later freezing and 
thawing likely will kill 
the seed; 


but if well covered the freezing and 
thawing docs not injure it. As spiin? 
wheat is not likely to stool so much 
ag winter wheat it Is better to sow 
it a little thicker—six to seven pecks 
per acre of good seed. 


SOW IN STALK FIELDS. 


Spring wheat may be sown In stalk 


fields without plowing or anv pre- 
vious preparation, and on good corn 
land it will probably 
yield better 


than 
If th« ground was plowed. 


Plowing increases the liberation of 
nitrogen, and wheat is %ery sensitive 
to excessive nitrogen, 
which rrny 


cause too much straw and too little 
grain. 
If one Is planning 
to sow 


spring wheat it will be a good pl.m 
to, have the seed on hand and ha\v 
the tools all ready, so that when tha 
first day comes after 
the holidays 


that a disk will run in the field, 'IP 
can get busy sowing wheat. None 
should/bo left uncovered at night as 
it may not be possible to work the 
next day. Last winter there was but 
one day in February when 
It was 


possible to sow wheat, but by having 
everything ready we wera able to 
sow 20 acres, and It yielded consider- 
ably mare than the wheat sown later.

The livestock ajid meat situation 


during the past year has not been one 
to* cause happiness either to farmers 
or to the packing Industry. It is true 
that prices of lljve animals have re- 
turned to practically pre-war levels, 
but this has apparently discouraged 
cattle production, for the number of 
cattle sent to* market was over 10 
per cent smaller than during the 
previous year;. Receipts of hogs have 
been about tlie same. The sheep mar- 
ketings wene a little larger but the 
stock of s'Aeep on farms has prob- 
ably suffered in consequence. 


PACKERS WERE HARD HIT 


As for the packing Industry, this 


industry has been going through a 
most tryuig period during tho past 
two yeans. 
Values of the packers' 


products have constantly fallen, and 
large inventoiy losses have been In- 
evitable. 
There has not only been 


a drop In wholesale meat, values, 
which has been pronounced, but a 
most serious decline in values o£ 
by-products. 


The Industry has recently begun to 


right itself. 
Operating costs, which 


had risen to a very high point, began 
to'^rop in 1921, owing to a wage re- 
duction in the spring and to increas- 
ed efficiency on the part of labor. 
The price of supplies also fell. 


APPROACHING A NORMAL BASIS 


With these reductions in operating 


costs and with inventory values rig_ 
idly marked down, the packing In- 
dustry now appears to be in position 
to go ahead on a stable and fairly 
normal basis. This Industry Is one 
that cannot close down during hard 
times, because it must keep on sup- 
plying the public with one of the 
principal necessaries of life and be- 
cause there- Is a constant flow oC 
raw material In the shape o£ live 
animals, which must be taken care 
of. For this reason the packing In- 
dustry usually does not suffer so 
much as other industries during per- 
iods of depression, but 
the 
most 


phenomenal drop In Inventory values 
that was ever experienced naturally 
made the situation .more 
difficult 


than It otherwise would have been.

Neoga, Dec. 31.—The Watson Stor- 


age and Ice plant of Neoga, which 
attracted considerable attention from 
outside because of the outside capi- 
tal invested, has done a big busi- 
ness this, year. 


It was supposed by many that this 


large plant would be little used this 
winter because the crop of apples 
raised hera this year was light This 
is, however, not the case and the im- 
mensa structure with the capacity 
of half a million bushels Is fuller 
than ever before, being now filled 
to capacity and having an overflow 
that had to be provided for by the 
purchase 
of the 
old cold 
storage 


building east of the Watson plant. 
To this building were carried the 
potatoes that had been stored In the 
big plant, In order to make room for 
the apples in the .main building. 


FROM OTHER ORCHARDS. 


Not only apples raised around Nc- 


qgra were stored In the plant this 
year but apples were brought here 
from the Watson orchards at Effing- 
ham, 
Watson, Robinson 
and other 


places. 
The handling of all these 


apples has meant and will still mean 
much work for Neoga men and in- 
sures a regular payroll for several 
employes. 


The Watson Orchard company sells 


apples

place 
in the United 


States where there Is a demand' for 
the fruit and when It was seen that 
this year's crop would not fill the 
big plant, instead of letting It re- 
main Idle arrangements were made 
for shipping in apples from other 
places. 


SHIPPED FROM WEST. 


One hundred 
fifty-seven carloads 


of western apples are cared far there, 
the freight alone on these apples 
from the famous western districts 
amounting to $600 per car. These 
apples are in boxes and there are 
now approximately 115,000 .of these 
boxes In this storage. 
These

ples are destined to 
be 
marketed 


farther east. 


The big storage plant makes It 


possible for Neoga to have Ice at all 
times for this ice Is necessary for 
the cold storage and ice is also pro- 
Tided for Neoga. The plant 
will

ness for use when the demand comes.

It requires in these days no llttlo 


hardihood to utter a single word In 
criticism of the higher education of 
women. It Is like throwing half of a 
brick through the glass roof of a 
conservatory. It is bound to malce 
trouble. 
Let me hasten, therefore, to say al 


the very outset that I believe mosl 
heartily in the higher 
education of 


women: In fact, the higher the bet- 
ter.The only question to my mina is 
what is "high education" and how do 
you get it. 


Let me say also at the outset tha 


when I speak of co-education I speal 
of what I know. I was co-educate 
myself some thirty-five years ago, a 
the very beginning of the thing. 


BEAUTY AND GREEK. 


I learned my Greek alongside of 


bevy 
of beauty on the opposite 


benches that mashed up the irregular 
verbs for us very badly. Incidental- . 
ly those girls are all married long , 
since, and all the Greek they know j 
now you could put under a thimble— 
but of that presently. 


I have had further experience as 


well. I spent three years 
in the 


Graduate School of the University of 
Chicago, where co-educational girls 
were as thick as autumn loaves—and 
some thicker. And as a college pro- 
fessor at McGlll University in Mon- 
treal, I have taught mingled classes 
of men and women for twenty years. 
On the basis of which experience I 
say with assurance that the thing is 
a mistake and has nothing to recom- 
mend It but Us relative cheapness. 


DIFFERENT MINDS. 


The fundamental trouble 
Is that 


men and women are different crea- 
tures, with different minds and dif- 
ferent aptitudes and different paths 
in lite. There is no need to raise 
here the question of which Is super- 
ior and which Is Inferior (though, I 
think, the Lord help me, that I know 
the answer to that too). 


The point lies In the fact that they 


are different. 
But the mad passion 


for equality has masked the obvious 
fact. When women began to demand 
quite rightly, a share in higher edug 
cation, they 
took for granted tha 


they wanted the same curriculum as 
the men. They never stopped to ask 
whether 
perhaps 
their 
aptitude- 


were not In various directions highe: 
and better than those of men, am 
whether It might not be tetter fo 
their sex t» CBltivate the thing 


rhlch were best suited to their 
minds. 


IN MATHEMATICS. 


Let me be more explicit. In all that 


goes with physical and mathematical 


clenee women on the average are 
ar below the standard of men. There 
ire, of course, exceptions. But they 
prove nothing. 


It Is no use to quote to me the case 


of some brilliant girl who stood first 
n physics at Oxford. That's nothing. 
There Is an elephant In the zoo that 
can count up to ten; yet I refuse to 
reckon myself his Inferior. Tabulated 
results spread over 
years, and the 


actual experience of those who teach, 
show in the whole domain ot mathe- 
matics and physics women are out- 
classed. 


WHERE WOMEN ARE SILENT. 
To my mind, girls dft Infinitely bet- 


ter apart from men. They are freer, 
less restrained. They discuss things 
openly In their classes; they lift up 
their voices and they speak whereas 


girl in such a Place as McGlll. with 


men all about'her, sits for four years 
as silent as a frog full of shot. 


But there Is a deeper trouble .Mil. 


The careers of the men and women 
who go to college together are nec- 
eT,sarily different, and the pr,P«a.

Some headway has 
been made In dealing with most of 
them, some are fairly well advanced 
towards settlement. 
Failure to sta-

tries still hamper us in this country, 
both In the way of cutting down our 
exports and dampening our spirits. 
In our own country the burdens of

EXPORT TO REVIVE. 


The export demand will revive. Un-

renew farm machinery, and purchase 
new automobiles. 


Remedies to reduce public expens- 


es, thus insuring an ultimate decrease 
in taxes, are being applied at Wa="h- 
ington.

Perhaps at no time In their lives 


have bankers 
and 
business 
men 


found it more difficult to prognosti- 
cate the probable conditions for a 
coming year than they now do for 
the year 1922. While I believe the 
worst is past and that we are now 
headed towards recovery, 'it is un- 
deniable that certain problems have 
to be further solved before general 
prosperity can be reestablished in 
this country or in the world at large. 


Economically speaking, war is a 


debauch. The inflation of credit, of 
currency, and of prices which ac- 
companies it, even in the sttongest 
countries, is inevitable, and the re- 
action from such Inflation is un- 
avoidable. 


DEFLATION NOT COMPLETE 


Some countries, such as Eussia for 


example, have pushed curency infla- 
tion to the point of insanity, or at 
least absurdity. It now takes mil- 
lions of paper rubles to buy what 
hundreds of gold rubles would buy. 


Great progress has been made to- 


wards deflation in this country, but 
it is not yet complete. In many lines 
prices and wages have both been ma- 
terially reduced while in other lines 
they have been only slightly reduced 


In agriculture, for 
examnje, 
by 


which nearly half ot the population 
of this country lives, the prices of 
farm products have been more than 
cut in half, while the prices of many 
•hings which the farmer has to buy 
have not been correspondingly 
re

FARMER MUST PROSPER 


' 
It is difficult to see how this coun- 


try can be prosperous until the farm- 
er is again prosperous, and the farm- 
er cannot be prosperous until there 
is a better adjustment than has yet 
been reached. Freights, for example, 
must be further reduced, and the 
only way that can be accomplished 
is by a considerable reduction in 
the wages of railroad employees. We 
can be prosperous on 'a high plane 
of wages and prices, or on a low 
plane, but we cannot be prosperous 
on a mixed plane. 


Our relations with foreign count- 


ries must be improved, and the great- 
est step in that direction would be 


he funding of the Allied debt to till 
country, for which President Hard- 
ng has just asked authority. 


NEED CO-OPERATION 


If we could only get a better spirit 


of cooperation between the different 
classes, and it our 
labor 
leaders 


could see their duty to be something 
come than simply fighting reduction 
of wages, we might reach a new basis 
of prices and wages upon which to 
reestablish prosperous business. Witt 
such a spirit of cooperation it 
is 


quite certain that this country will 
right itself, and that prosperity wil 
return in fuller measure than ever 
But there is no panacea for a quick 
solution ot our problems. 


If we will all cut out extravagance 


and run our business economically 
and prudently we shall some day 
find ourselves again in clear wate 
and when recovery once gets fullj 
under way it may come more rapidly 
than any of us are now, Inclined t 
expect.

WHAT IT SHOWS 


The Implication of'the these fig 


ures is clear, and it Is that the mar- 
ket for new cars of the more^expen- 
sive makes is slowing down. This is 


ntlrely natural and to be expected 
It had to come some time, and it has 
been merely hastened by the presen 
period of depression. It is, roughly 
true that as early as 1916 all wealth} 
families already had cars and tha 
since that time nearly all those in 
comfortable 
circumstances 
h a v e 


bought them if they did not already 
have them. 


PRODUCTION IN 3922 


These considerations naturally lea 


to speculation as to the probable out 
put of cars during 1922. It Is clea 
that nothing more than a guess o 
an estimate can be given. The out 
put of new automobiles undoubted!; 
depends mostly on the degree t 
which general 
business 
improves 


Perhaps a reasonable guess is- tha 
the total output will be about 1,800, 
000, of which 1,100,000 will be Ford 
and the remaining 700,000 cars o 
other makes. 


PRICES 


The year 1921 was a. year of priq 


cutting in the automobile industr; 
This had happened once before, i 
the depression "of 1914 and 
earl 


1915, and by 'the end of the latte 
year automobile prices were lowe 
than they have ever been before o 
since. From that point automobile 


_ Increased steadily in cost until, a. 
' the beginning of 1921, their prices 


were on the average 66 per 
cent 


above the levej at which they had 
tood five years earlier. This state- 
ment is based on the prices of the 
same models of twenty-five differ- 
ent standard makes of cars over this 
period. 


It seems improbable that the end 


of the price reductions 
has 
been 


reached. The total productive capac- 
ity of the automobile 
industry Is 


about 2,750,000 cars a yearJThe pro- 
duction this year is about 1,563,000 
and that of next year will almost 
surely fall about 1,000,000 cars be- 
low the full capacity output. As a 
result of this situation prices will 
probably fall still more during the 
coming two years ns the industry, 
with its great productive capacity, 
competes for the sale of Us output 
In markets where the public's pur- 
chasing ability has been sharply re- 
duced. 


COST OF UPKEEP 


During 1921 the expense of own- 


ing and operating a car has been 
materially 
reduced. 
The 
purchase 


price of the average car has come 
down to about 80 per cent of what 
it was at the beginning of the year 
and in not a few cases the reduction 
is considerably more than this. The 
costs of gasolene, lubricating oil, 
and tires have all fallen much more 
than those of the cars. 


If we take 100 as representing the 


cost of each of 
these 
component 


items of expense in January of 1921 
we shall find that by the end of the 
year the cost of the car was down to 
SO, that of gasoline to 67, of oil to 
57, and of tires to 54. These figures 
mean that the cost of upkeep has 
fallen sharply and much more than 
the cost of the cars themselves. 


TRADE' PROBLEMS' IN 1922 


The most serious problems of the 


industry during 1922 will probably 
centre around the second-hand car 
turned in to the dealer as part pay- 
ment on a new car. For a time the 
troubles arising from this source wil 
mostly affect the dealers, but later 
on they will have to be seriousl 
dealt with by the manufacturer. 


The problems involved in making 


allowances for the traded-in 
ma 


chines arise at the point when the 
market changes from being predom 
inantly one of initial equipment tc 
one mainly concerned in supplying 
replacements. 
Apparently the auto 


mobile industry has just reached thi 
point. 
Under these conditions th 


industry seeks an outlet for its grea 
productive capacity. It cuts, price 
and it urges dealers to accept larg 
allotments of machines.

GOOD YEAR AHEAD 


Pnst Twelve Month One of 
Liquida- 


tion and RendJUHtment 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30—A close 


picture of the sltualon in Philadel- 
phia reveals remarkable improvement 
in the latter part of the year and a 
conviction that 3922 is destined to 
bring a gradual qu;ckening of the 
forward pace. As a wliolc, the year 
was not a good one. The turnover 
in business was approximately five 
billion dollars less than in 1920, and 
two billion below 1919. 


An Increase of 100 per cent in bus- 


iness mortalities was disclosed, with 
liabilities of almost 512,000,000, and 
assets of less than 55,000,000. 
This 


means nearly double the aggregate 
of the preceding twelve months. The 
letdown In trade, however, was with- 
stood far better than business men or 
bankers believed would be possible, 
and the end of the year finds the 
great 
menace — an 
overextended, 


banking situation — 
entirely cor- 


rected. 


BANKS flELPED 


Had it not been for quiet support 


of banking institutions, the picture 
would have been a more dismal one. 
For nine months during 1921 
the 


process of economic readjustment was 
almost continuous. Wholesale prices 
fell about 40 per cent on the aver^ 
age, compared with the peak of 1920, 
but as the year's 
end approached 


greater price stabilization was in evi- 
dence. 


This turn cheered sentiment, but 


the. feeling is still one of caution 
and reluctance to buy beyond actual 
requirements. The impressive feature 
is that retail stocks are estimated ae 
1C per cent less than a year ago, a 
fact that was looked upon as holding 
out prospects of broadening in manu- 
facturing operations.
